county of Pocahontas In open court 
«. assembled, lends a stringer to believe 
that moonahlntng U uirnmon In this 
county. That Is not so. The stills 
are malQ}alneJ In the profoundeat 
secret and rio one t» allowed to con 
tlnue a clay >fter Its existence Is sue 
pected. The average.cltlzen does not 
know where he could get a drop of 
liquor If his life depended upon It 
lie does not even think of It as an 
Item of any Interest to him In his 
scheme of life. 

It Is a precarious buslntss at beat 

* In the Weakly case, It looks like the 
owner endeavored to locate In Green 

. brier county and got Into Pocahontas 
Inadvertantly. He was In Teaberry 
Hollow a little valley about a mile 
long which opens Into the Greenbrier 
River well across the line In Green¬ 
brier but • tha river here seems to 
have been turned off of Its genera) 
north and south course and when the 
man went a short distance at right 
angles to the rlvpr he crossed the 
line back lpto this county, the line 
at thla place angling up the hill at 
an accute angle. Here a couple of Jim 
Jtock'a boys of school age tqok a nigh 
cut home with their grandfather, 
. m George B. Cochran, an octogenarian. 
Ak they walked up the mountain, Mr 
Cochran noticed that a tree had been 
sawn down, and as that was on his 
land he got Interested. He had given 
no one permission to cut timber 
Peering through the big laurel the 
boys saw the defendant and heard 
some talk about wood for a hot fire 
that night, and saw them working 
with a still. Weakly was convicted. 

The Hatfield still was found on 
Bucks Run a beautiful little trlouta- 
tary of Swago Creek. This enter¬ 
prise had been suspected for some 
months. Last fall a raid was made 
at a secluded place on Swago Moun¬ 
tain, called Camp Sojret, on account 
of a hidden camp there by some sol 
dlers In tha Civil War, but the still 
was not found. In February, the 
officers beginning at Ernest Weiford’s 
house followed a path to the summer 

• spring and close there they found 
, signs of a furnace and a few steps 

farther on found the still In a tree 
top. Continuing the search they 
came to a place where a tree had fal 
len out of root,, and the ground Bound¬ 
ed hollow. Uncovering some ground 
hidden by leaves they found a box 
burled In the ground, and In It were 
two tubs of mash, and a lantern burn 
Ing to generate heat to hasten the 
fermentation. Hatfield, a boarder at 
Ernest Weiford’s was taken and he 
confessed and was sentenced to the 
peviltenUary, and he took all the 
blame on himself, and exculpated 
Welford from any guilty knowledge 
or complicity in the enterprise. » A 
long trial was had over Welford, but 
he protested his Innocence so strong¬ 
ly before the jury, that after a long 
deliberation, a verdict of not guilty 
was brought In. Welford showed 
that he was kept In the house ten 
days before the raid nursing a sick 
baby, so It might be said that his 
defense was a lullabv. ^ * ’ 

In the case 01 L nory Lester, a 
somewhat similar case. Tracy Phil 
llpe was. seized red handed with a 
still In his house on |he head of Clo¬ 
ver Creek last fall and was^ tried and 
sentenced to State prison. After his 
conviction he accused Lester as be 
Ing the owner of the stMI. Phillips 
was brought back from the convict 
camp to testify and the Jury brought 
In a verdict of guilty. In the trial 
of the case, the witness Phillips fell 
down on some Important details. He 
testified that when the officers come 
In sight of his house that Leater was 
present and ran through an open 
field and got away. The officers tea 
tilled that they had seen no one, and 
the trial Judge remembered that at 
the trial of Phillips, that an officer 
testified that ne had lain nearby on a 
summer's day and watched the house 
from before daylight until the posse 
came back to make the raid and th*t 
there were no other persons visible 
on the Phillips premises besides the 
. Phillips family. Lester had a good 
alibi also as having been In Marlin- 
ton on that day. The court feeling 
that there was danger here of con¬ 
victing an Innocent man, set the ver¬ 
dict aside, and on motion of the pros¬ 
ecuting attorney, a nolle was entered 
In the case. The action of the court 
In this matter met with universal 
appro\a), for It Is Important that Ini 
thla war on evil that the men charg¬ 
ed with meting out justice keep their 
heads. And this thing of danger 
from false accusation la an ever pres¬ 
ent source of discomfort. 

There was a feature of the vigil¬ 
ance of the officers of the law present 
at thla court that ought to give the 
potential moonshiner pause, and that 


wa» ■§ 

DavU. and a negro locally known a 
Jehyroll. The negro waa sentenced 
some years ago In thla county for 
another murder and Imow held as an 
Insane criminal. Davis and Dudley, 
two men of mature years, were led to 
the bar, and they elected to be tried 
separately. DavU waa aent back to 
jail and was not called as a witness 
by either side. , , 

Dudley Is a man about forty, sandy 
complexion, and with an Iron nerve 
He was raised at Caldwell In Green 
brier county. On the 19th day of 
December, 11)18, Baacom McFall, a 
young man whose Lome was In Green 
brier county, drew hU pay and came 
out of the woods at Case, to take the 
afternoon train for hU home. It was 
the first time he had ever been away 
from home and he had a pocketful of 
money and was now going home for 
the Christmas holidays. He went 
across the river at Cass to the east 
side while waiting for the tiain, got 
toome liquor, mUsei liU train, sad 
the next morning he was missing 
Ills body was found In April of the 
following year In the thicket near 
Case. It was apparent that he had 
been murdered by the cutting of the 
throat and that liU body had been 
hidden behind a log.. The case esus 
ed great excltemont at the time, espe 
dally on the account of the fact that 
about that period a number of woods 
men had been found dead aud It 
looked like a system of thuggery had 
been establUhed, A Burns detective 
went to work on the case together 
with the local officers, but the years 
passed without enough evidence to 
warrant a trial. Last winter certain 
disci os usee were made by witnesses 
who were In Cass on the night of the 
murder, snd an Indictment was found 
at the March term, 1023, and the 
trial resulted The venire of Jury 
men having been exhausted In secur 
Ing a panel of twelve for the one trial 
it v*s decided to postpone the trial 
of Davit until the June term. 

The case was painstaking and ex 
haustlve. Edgar and Hill for the 
State presented a most wonderfully 
prepared accusation, and McNeil 
made a notable defense for the prls 
oner. Dudley was convicted four 
years to the day from the time the 
body was found. 

Owing to the fact that the trial of 
Davis Is Impending, It Is not thought 
advisable to go Into the evidence In 
detail at this time. 

Court will cbntlmue until the 19th 
and perhaps longer. 

Turning from the tragedies of the 
eourt-house to those of the drama, 
some of us sat for two hours and 
fifteen minutes studying the 1 terrible 
side of life In the little theater, In 
the presentation of the Four Horse 
man of the Apocalypse, of the 6th 
chapter of Revelations, the white 
horse of conquest, red horse of war, 
the black horse of pestilence, and the 
pale horse of death. The play based 
on the book of that name by lids per¬ 
son Ibenez, the Spanish writer, whose 
Intense books, 1 do not care for. 

The moving picture the highest 
form of drama. It is another case 
proving that as to drama the public 
is always right. Certainly It is not 
hard on the tympanum. * 

The play starts with a seem In 
Argentine, where the old cattlto*«n 
looks out on a plain containing 
thousands of fine bred cattle. This 
land&fcpe alone Is a wonder anJ if 
the play had ceased right In the beg¬ 
inning there would have been some¬ 
thing to remember. The old cattle 
man dies and leaves his millions to 
his two daughters. One haa married 
a German and this family goes to 
Germany. The other has married a 
Frenchman and they go to France, 
and In this way, the world war opens 
with one family fighting on the Ger¬ 
man side and the other fighting on 
the French side, and from that time 
on It Is a war picture. 

The Four Hoarsemen of the 
Eucalyptus appear momentarily from 
time to time but do not greatly fig¬ 
ure In the production. J ust about 
enough to give Jt a name that Is hard 
to remember The last sight of them 
is when they are pointed out as still 
riding as they will ride to the end of 
time, at full gallop .in Xhe middle 
distance where they are too far off to 
show their hellish characteristics and 
In this final glimpse they look more 
like Four Uorsetraders of the Ap 
palachees * 

There are many dramatic thrills 
The execution of four or five French 
citizens by a German firing squad, 
and the defiant that the victims 
showed Is a great moment. 

The problem of the picture to us 
was the mysterious benignant Strang¬ 
er who figured In the life of Parts 
In our group we guessed all the way 
from the Saviour to the Wondering 
Jew, but In the watches of the night 
it occurred to me that It waa meant 
to portray the presence of Saint John 
the Divine, the writer of the Book 
k)f Revelations. There were three: 
John the Baptist, John whose sur¬ 
name was Mark, and Saint John. 

It la very good for the soul to sit 
through such tribulation as this per¬ 
formance portrays, it la enough to 
cause firee that are dying down to 
blaze again, to see the American 
troops against the dawn of the morn¬ 
ing under the stars and stripes march-

passed on. The catterplller part o{ 
the contraption looks like an endless 
chain belt, but how on earth ont nirt 
of a belt>:an mope while tt>e other 
part remains quiescent. Is more than 
I have been able to figure out. 

There Is another matter l want to 
discuss. It la a question of natural 
history, A bird question, and^ I was 
at days weak on birds. A gentleman 
came to me on the street and know¬ 
ing my propensity to talk about 
things that I know little about, said 
that his home was In Greenbrier and 
that they had positively Identified 
the nightingale as a habitat of that 
county. At the time I treated It ss 
unimportant even If true, and as I 
was at tha moment In pursuit of my 
dally bread. 1 did not go Into the 
question with him as fully as I might 
have If I had had the news switch 
thrown on But 1 did ask him a few 
questions' on. cross-exaralnath vi, and 
found that he waa basing hta alleg¬ 
ation on the powers of a certain bird 
to mimic other birds. 

This I later referred to the local 
ornithologists. Col. O. II. Kee and 
Llgon Price, and In an Informal In 
vestigaUou which we conducted It 
was decided that the bird that they 
have mistaken fora nightingale it 
the yellow breasted chat, the mirth 
provoking clown among birds, whlcir 
can mimic all other birds. Especially 
Is It good on the opening notes of tlie 
bob white. And Its rendition of a 
bunch of yoqng crows Is greatly ap 
predated by all bird lovers It la a 
distant cousin of the nlghtlngale.but 
while the nightingale Is suppose 1 to 
fiod a rosebush and push Its breast 
against a thorn and warble a plain¬ 
tive melody that produces tears and 
poems in the nighttime,. In the old 
country, our well betoved chaU Is 
round of reproducing the discussion' 
that goes on In the nest of the crows, 
as to which one shall have the tid¬ 
bit that old man crow nas brought 
horns for the family. The chat will 
accompany his performance with the 
most ludicrous flirting of the tall and 
twisting of the head The next time 
you hear something break loose In the 
woods In the nature of vaudeville. IT 
you are careful you may see this actor 
at work. Even In flying, this bird la 
mirth provoking, as it Jerks Its tall 
upward. t 

The nightingale is not an American 
bird. One of the names for the com 
moil red bird, the one that Is seen In 
winter sometimes, Is the Virginia 
nightingale, but there seems to be no 
good reason to liken It to the night¬ 
ingale. This Is the cardlnalls virgin 
lanus. It belongs to the gros beak 
(big bill) family. 

So on the whole we reject the re¬ 
port that nightingales have come to 
Greenbrier county, with all due re¬ 
spects to the gentleman who reported 
them It la a case of uiistaked Identity. 

The nightingale Is a very old bird. 
It Is mentioned In mythology as be¬ 
ing the reincarnation of the unhappy 
Philomela. There were a lot of un¬ 
pleasant persons In the connection. 
If you want to appear knowing you 
can call that bird, Philomela. ' It 
seems that Philomela was married to 
Tereus. King of Dkulls, and he got 
tired of her and ^married Procne. his 
sister In law, telling her that Phil¬ 
omela was dead When Procne learn¬ 
ed the truth she threatened to spill 
the beans, and the king 'to keep he* 
qotet cut out her tongue. Procne 
could not write but she could do 
needlework and she worked on a robe 
and that made’Phtlotaela wLe Vue 
two sisters In order to show that they 
disapproved of the king’s action, but¬ 
chered Itys, the.king’s son, and serv¬ 
ed his meat up to the king at table. 
Things had got to such a pass that 
the gods could not longer Ignore the 
carylngs on and changed them all to 
birds. Procne became a swallow; 
Philomela, a nightingale; Teraus, a 
hoopoe; Itys, a pheasant. And to fly 
over them all. Pandlon, King of At¬ 
tica, was made a fishhawk. 

Milton si}a: "The wakeful night¬ 
ingale; she all night long her amour- 
ous descant sung.’*' 

That statement should be modified 
owing to the fact that only the male 
of the species sings, the female being 
mute. 

We are anxlously'mwaltlng a bunch 
of confidential chats that frequented 
our clearing last year and made a 
noise like a wagon load of monkeys 
with their tails burned off. These 
chats went on the southern tour.
